since the founding of the academy.

said he had approved the action 
upon recommendations made by a 
special board. The board was set 
up by Gen. J. Lawton Collins, 
army chief of staff. 


Recommendation Unanimous

said the board's 


recommendation was unanimous. 


The official announcement said 


those ousted were cadets who had 
been prominent m various activi- 
ties, including "varsity football." 


Maj. Gen. Frederick A. Irving, 


academy superintendent, said in a 
statement from West Point that 
the "infractions consisted of re- 
ceiving improper outside assist- 
ance in academic work. 


Irving added: 
"In accordance with the ac- 


cepted code of honor, a cadet is 
not permitted to seek or accept 
improper assistance in any of the 
tc«l* presented to him m class." 


No Name* Released 


The army said the names of the 


discharged cadets will not be re- 
eased "so that no undue cnti- 
ism of the individuals concerned 
ivill result."

Governor's Endorsement of 
Truman Has Politicos Guessing 


WASHIINGTON, (AP)~Politi- 


cal leaders, both Republican and 
Democrat, conceded today that 
President Truman and Gov. Frank 
J. Lausche of Ohio had them 
guessing. 


Lausche, who has a habit of 


puzzling his Democratic party 
Colleagues, did it again at the 
White House yesterday by an- 
nouncing that he had urged Mr. 
Truman to run in 1952. 


The Ohio governor reported that 


the president smiled and thanked 
him. 


Mr. TrUman liimsclf got off a 


political brow lifter earlier in the 
day. 


He hinted at his weekly news 


conference that Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's 
duties in Europe 


would not interfere if the general 
is interested in politics in 1952. 


Duty First 


The president went on to say 


he believes Eisenhower, claimed 
by some in both major parties as 
their favorite candidate, will put 
duty to his country first. 


Lausche also brought up the 


name of Eisenhower, Saying that 
the U. S. governors conference 
wanted the general to be principal 
speaker next month at its confer- 
ence at Gatlinburg, Tenn. 


He said Mr. Truman suggested 


that the governors contact the 
general directly. Lausche is chair- 
man of the governors conference. 


Both Democratic and Republi- 


can party leaders here saw a pos- 
sibility the Governor Lausche was 
making an early personal bid for 
strong Democratic party support 
for next year.

In Handling Loose Ethics 


The fabulous era of the mink coat, five per centers and 


the deep freeze now has a slogan which can be inscribed, 
heraldic fashion, above the symbol of an outstretched hand. 


"I did nothing that anyone else wouldn't .have done," it 


reads. "Only someone caught me at it." 


Those frank words came from Brig.-Gen. David J. Craw- 


ford. What he was caught at was accepting gifts and hotel 
entertainment from defense contractors, using government 
lumber to build himself a couple of sailboats, and hauling 
some trees for his front lawn halfway across the country in 
an army truck. 
' 
, . , . . - 
Having been caught at it, the general was relieved of his 


command at the army's Detroit tank arsenal and publicly 
reprimanded, a penalty just short of court martial. 


This prompt action by the secretary of the army is 


highly refreshing. It is also somewhat surprising when you 
consider the current attitude of the administration in Wash- 
ington toward similar cases that have come up; they have 
been brushed off as if such things were no more serious than 


catching junior's hand in the cookie jar. 


Another general—name of Harry Vaughan—is still at 


the White House, for instance, his bemedalled chest untar- 
nished by the taint of a couple of remarkable moral lapses re- 
garding frozen food lockers and five per cent influence ped- 
dlers. The state department is keeping one or two of 
Vaughan's foreign medals in escrow, but that seems to be all 


that's .happened. 
A fellow fixture at the White House is Donald Dawson. a 


presidential adviser. He's the one who got free hospitality 
from a plush Miami hotel which had obtained an RFC loan. 
The congressional committee which found out about the 
hotel said Dawson "apparently exerted-considerable influ- 
ence over certain directors of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation.

Along with the famous pastel mink coat and the im- 


ported Wedgewood china, all these things have been looked 
into. And in the'atmosphere of an easy-going code of ethics 
that seems to prevail, they have been shrugged off. 


General Crawford, who not only was caught but pun- 


ished, had been doing an outstanding job at the Detroit ar- 
senal. But it was a job of important public trust, and the 
crackdown was commendable. 


We suspect it would be more than difficult at the mo- 


ment for a contractor to pass off so much as a cigar on any 
other army officers engaged in spending the taxpayers' 
money. 


But it may be too much to hope that the administration 


will follow the army's example and give the nation a change 
in the loose moral and ethical atmosphere that is clouding 
Washington. •

Overeating Cause of Fat 
Despite Rationalizations 


By EDVVLN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Why do some people get too 


fat? Because they cat too much— 
obviously they can't make fat 
out of air. But why do they eat 
too much.? This is the real ques- 
tion. 


There are many reasons for be- 


lieving that the most common 
reason for eating too much stems 
from mental or emotional dis- 
turbances. It is astonishing how 
often one finds overweight chil- 
dren who are starved for parental 
affection or real companionship at 
school. 


Women who are disappointed in 


their husbands or lack of any; 
men who are frustrated in one 
way or another in their work or 
progress in the world. 


In 
circumstances like 
these 


overeating becomes a sort of es- 
cape or an attempt to punish 
others much like taking to drink. 


A large number of fat people 


feel guilty about it even though 
they often shelter behind their 
weight as a sort of shield which 
excuses them from games or other 
activities which they are glad to 
avoid. 


It is sometimes even used as a 


convenient Justification for dodg- 
ing the responsibilities of mar- 
raige and the raising1 of children. 


It is interesting, too, how many 


claim to be very small eaters 


even though they can be caught 
at the refrigerator when the fam- 
ily's back is turned. 


FACE THE FACTS 


It is doubtless disagreeable to 


be told such facts and some may 
wonder if in their case the cause 
does not lie elsewhere. This is 
possible but unlikely. There are a 
few—but very few—cases of obes- 
ity associated with glandular dis- 
turbances, and there are a few 
rare disorders 
accompanied by 


obesity. 


Then there ate some who sa"y 


that naturally they are fat because 
all the members of their family 
are. This seems to be true, but it 
may >e the result of a good ap- 
peite just the same. 


Even in such cases studies of 


the food intake and energy out- 
put can be made and the excess 
poundage taken off by making 
the proper adjustments. 


In summary, practically all fat 


people for one reason or another 
simply eat more then they need 
for ther activities; the excess is 
stored in the, body as fat.

Senate Investigation of Baseball's Reserve Clause* 
Cheesecake Effort by Congressmen, Says Pegler

NEW YORK—The investigation of the so-called reserve clause 12 


the standard baseball contract is a cheese-cake exploit by a group of 
congressmen who would be better employed counting paper-clips, a 
work of equal public importance but greater dignity. 
Baseball is an athletic game and a sport, but it is 
nevertheless an industry and there is no reason why 
this particular industry should have the benefit of J 
a special clause in the anti-trust law to let it oper- 
ate a monopolistic scheme. 
The confirmation of 


this exemption as a special privilege of baseball is £ 
the purpose of the present frivolity. 


My personal sentiments toward baseball are af- 


fectionate, but so are my sentiments toward jour- 
nalism and Z note that we had an anti-trust case in 
our profession a few years ago and lost it but have 
been forging upward and onward to finer things 
nevertheless. True, we kicked and squalled and carried on, but I kept 
thinking that the free press was not the material properties of soul- 
less corporations, whose thrift is ever forward in my pleas, but the 
right to put facts and ideas on paper. It seemed to me that this right 
was not disparaged by the surly allegations of the D & J and though 
my cheek blanched and the world swam before my eyes at the meanj 
ness of our government toward a noble institution, I kept whisperitj 
"The wrong shall fail; the right prevail." And so they have, respec- 
tively. 


It does no harm to let the peo- 


ple dream that they own baseball 
and that it is a national treasure 
like Gene Tunney or the Fourth 
of July, but the magnates are 
practical men who would bring 
you up short if you should try 
to assert some proprietary right. 
Although amateurs play baseball, 
dimineundo, I regret to say, in 
college in the schools and on the 
lots, the rules are made by the 
industry and are altered in fine 
detail from time to time by com- 
mercial operators for their own 
ends. 
Ever since 1914,. to my 


knowledge, and possibly since a 
little before, the 
industry 
has 


been mincing skittishly 
around 


the courts to 
evade judgments 


which its own 
lawyers 
feared 


with the morbid despair of coun- 
sel who knew they couldn't even 
cop a plea. The engagement of 
the late Judge K. M. Landis to be 
"czar" after seven of the White 
Sox had bitten the hand that un- 
derfed them, was a clever feat of 
those sly arts which the gnarled 
old illiterates of the World Series 
press coops used to call strategy 
and psychology. 
Landis 
liked 


baseball, knew it didn't have a 
prayer in court under law and 
was not indifferent to the dignity 
and power and the pay.

The reserve clause is a yellow- 


dog clause whereby the athlete, 
in his first contract, conveys to 
the hiring corporation, its heirs 
and assigns for 10 years hence, 
the sole right to his services at 
the employers price. 
Forsaking 


all others, he yields by this inden- 
ture true allegiance to the "Exhi- 
bition Company" and may be sold 
for money or s%vapped for a bird- 
dog with a chronic head-cold to 
any other firm from Calexico to 
Brooklyn. In theory he must ac- 
cept whatever wage the corpora- 
tion offers after his first term of 
employment has expired, but ac- 
tually this condition has been mod- 
erated by personal relations be- 
tween the player and the front 
office and by the Improvement of 
the average player's intelligence.

ator McCarran (D-Nev) said to- 
day that the hearings being con- 
ducted by his internal

spiracy to take all of Asia."

a conspiracy not only has operat- 
ed in the past but "still exists to- 
day." 


Americans were used and still

Hiss Mentioned 


At yesterday's hearing, Hede 


Massing testified that as a pre- 
war Soviet espionage agent she 
recruited Noel Field and Law- 
rence Duggan into her "appara- 
tus." 


That was in 1933 and 
1934 


when both Field and Duggan were 
state department officials. Field 
since has disappeared behind the 
iron curtain while Duggan plunged 
to his death from a New York 
building in 1948. 


The Vienna-born Mrs. Massing, 


former wife of Gerhardt Eisler, 
also testified that she and Alger 
Hiss, former State 
department 


official and a convicted perjurer, 
had competed for Field's services 


McCarran said he realized the 


names of 
some dead persons 


would be brought Into the testi- 
mony and that he was reluctant to 
have this happen. 


But he said that a congressional

'New9 Rent Controls Same as 
Old With Some Modifications 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— This 


is an ABC on rent controls. 


The new rent control law, which 


went into effect this week, was 
laid on top of the old law, still in 
effect. 


So what we have is the same 


rent control with changes. These 
are the two main changes: 


A. The government now can put 


controls 
on 
any 
community, 


whether or not it's ever been un- 
der controls, but only if that place 
is considered a critical part of the 
defense program. 


B. Landlords in places still un- 


der control can boost their rents 
to 20 per cent above what they

were on June 30, 1917. For many 
this will mean no more than a five 
per cent increase since many al- 
ready have been permitted a 15

(Note: This, of course, applies 


only to places still under federa 
control. Landlords in uncontrolled 
places can do as they please.) 


No Controls In New York 


There are no Federal controls in 


New York, the only state with its 
own statewide rent control law 
Thirty-eight other states have 
federal ceilings in one or more 
communities. 


The following part of the old 


law remains unchanged: 


1. Tighe Woods, who did and 


still does handle rent controls, can 
step in and wipe out federal ceil 
ings in any area which still has 
them whenever he decides there's 
enough housing there to meet de 
mands. 


And he can go back into any 


area where he has on his own ini- 
tiative lifted controls and re-im- 
pose them. But—he can do this 
nowhere else.

suggests to Woods there's no

longer need for controls, ha can 
lift them but doesn't have to. He 
usually docs, though. 


In such a case, where his action 


is voluntary, he can go back any 
time and put on the controls again. 


But if h« refuses to lift the con- 


trols in the first place, and then 
is forced to because the council 
went to court and got a verdict 
against him, he can't reimpose the 
controls. 


3. When a city government or 


state legislature decides federal 
controls are no longer needed, 
they end and Woods can't reimpose 
them. 


4. And when a state substitutes 


its own rent control for federal 
control. Woods can't reimpose. For 
example, Woods can't put con- 
trols back in any part of New 
York which, as explained, has its 
own law. 


Marshall Has Power 


All this so far deals only with 


Woods' power to reimpoe con- 
trols. But under the new law fed- 
eral controls can be placed on any 
community, whether or not it has 
ever been under controls and no 
matter how it has been de-con- 
trolled, but only in this way: 


The 
Secretary 
of 
Defense, 


George Marshall, and Charles E. 
Wilson, boss of defense mobiliza- 
tion, must first decide that such a 
place is critically in need of con- 
trols for the go&d of the defense 
program. 


So where Woods can reimpose 


controls only where he himself has 
decontrolled, Marshall and Wilson 
can decide on controls for any com- 
munity. 


They can do that to a whole city 


or just part of a city. For ex- 
ample, the area around an im- 
portant defense plant. And where 
Woods' power to re-control is 
limited mostly to housing units, 
Marshall and Wilson can put con-

Wilson decide an area must be 
controlled, the government must 
relax in that area .its nationwide 
restrictions on credit for new 
housing. Example: The size of the 
down payment. The reason: To get 
housing built in that area faster. 


When Marshall and Wilson de- 


cide on rent controls for an area, 
they still can be wiped out if the 
city council of state legislature 
wants them ended. But they can 
stay wiped out only for 30 days.
